famed Hiflory of *Sacrilege (which, may it {elf be one day fur- 
ther augmented from an unqueſtionable MSS) a Treatiſe of 
Tythes, and another of the Rights and Reſpef? due to 
Churches, by a known and much valued Author of the Ja Cen-

The later, amidſt his full and Charitable Proviſion for many 
poor [ivings elſe where, has enabled the Yicar of Finſlow in 
our Huc hing bamſbire part, to the ſame degree; in conjunction 
with 100! of his own procuring,200! of the Queen's Bounty; and 
that in the very Critical minute, as twere, when juſt deſpair- 
ing of ſuch an Acceſſion to his Benefice ; And I venture to lay, 
the good Dean may poſſibly not ſtop here, but enlarge his kind 
intentions to this Arch-Deaconry (transfer d from the Dioceſe 
of Lincoln to London, and ſo become an Appendage to &. 
Paul's Cathedral) in aſſiſting one more ſmall Benefice within 
this Hertfordſhire ſide of the ur iſdiction, which very much wants 
the Encouragement, as a place of great reſort, near the City, 
ſubject to almoſt continua / Duty, with a very Scanty and moſt- 
ly precarious Income; And if the Lot ſhould fall upon this ve- 
ry Church (for which He was once prepared in mind, and more 
than once both thought and Spake of it with concern to my 
ſelf, as what ſhould be confider'd, compatible with preengage- 
ments) I dare ſay, yell all give it the Preference Willingly ; and 
be pleaſed to fee the Motber in circumſtances not inferior to 
any of Her Dang bters. 

And now, my Reverend Brethren, to ſam up the whole, 
as tis time ſo to do. When by God's Bleſſmg on this Propo- 
ſal, or Advice, we ſhall find our later State better than our
